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LEFT TO STARVE 10 DEATH. 


The (Fate of Sixty Chihamen on Board a 
Steamer at l’ortiand, Ore. | 
Washington, July 20.—Sixty Chinese are, 
metaphorically, starving to death on board a 
steamer at Portland, Oregon, with nothing 
to eat at their disposal. This paradoxical 
State of affairs has been brought abont in 
this way: The Haytien Republic, a steam 
passenger and carrying vessel, Pecently arriv- 
ed in Portiand with a large number 
Rese on board, and as sixty of these could 
not produce evidence that they were entitled 
to reside in the United States they were for- 
bidden to land. At the same time the Haytien 
Republic was libeled for smuggling opium 
and Chinese subjects, with the results that 
the owners abanuoned the vessel, leaving the 
sixty unfortunate Chinese on board... Believ- 
ing that the owners had done this ‘to muke 
the government care for the Chinese, thus 
saving themselves from the expense of sup- 
porting and deporting.the latter., the treasury 
department refuses.to interfere in the matter 
and the sixty men were lieft uncared for, 
foodiess and forbidden two land. 


THE FRENGH-SI:M SITUATION, 


England and Russia Will Most Likely Take 
a Hand. 


Paris, July 20.—The statement published 

that Buron Mobrenhvim, the Russian am- 
bassador to France, othcially informed the 
I’rench government prior to the session 
of chamber deputies Tuesday last, when 
M. Develle, foregn -mihister, “ detined 
Franece’s position in Frauce-Siamese dis- 
putes, Russia would support France on 
all points involved in the Siamese difh- 
culty. 
_ ‘He futher said that the Russian fleet 
in Chinese waters is under orders to pro- 
ceed to the Gulf of Siam for the purpose of 
supporting the French residents in Siam. 
The fleet is expected to shortly arrive in Si- 
mese waters. 

A «dispatch received here today from 
Bangkok states that the Siamese court is 
greatly agitated. Preparations are appa- 
rently under way for the departure of the 
king and his court from the capitol. Ke- 

orts of the intention. of the king to leave 
suangkok have spread among the populace 
and have caused much excitement. The 
dispateh adds that it is stated in Bangkok 
that a popular agitation in favor of France 
has been started in the province of Bat- 
tammang, some distance to the southeast 
of the capitol, and that troops have been 
sent to put down the sedition.

Cincinnati, O., July 20.—Professor 
Henry Preserved Smith, of Lane Theolog- 
ical seminary, who jis under the ban, along 
with Professor Brigys, has received an ad- 
vance copy of Professor Briggs’s book, re- 
viewing his trial by the general assembly, 
in which he refers to the prosecuting com- 
mittee as the “So-called prosecuting com- 
mittee.”

THE PRICE OF SILVER 


‘Has Caused a Deplorable State of 
Affairs in Colorado, 
THIRTY THOUSAND MEN OUT OF WORK, 


And The City of Denver Wants to 
Get Rid of Them. 


RAILROADS ASKED TO MAKE A LOW RATE 


AFlurry on Wall Street Due to the Ap- 
pointment of a Receiver—Financial 
News ofthe Day. _ 


Denver, Col., July 20.—The closing down 
of many silver mines, smelters and the 
reduction of the working forces of coal 
mines, railways and manufactories in this 
state because of the reduction in the price 
of silver has caused a deplorable condition 
of affairs among the laboring classes. 

It is estimated that today there are 
10,000 men in Denver unable to secure 
employment. There are 20,000 in outside 
towns, one-half of whom are making their 
way to this city, where they will become a 
public charge if conditions do not speedily 
change. In order to avoid this all the com- 
mercial bodies in this city will meet with 
representatives of eastern roads this even- 
ing and the latter will be asked to make a 
$5 rate from here to the Missouri river for 
this class of people. It is argued that 
these men are not paupers, but if they can 
get into the agricultural districts they will 
be able to secure employment in the harvest 
fields, where men will soon be in demand. 

The typographical union at a meeting 
last night appropriated $1,000 for the pur- 
pose of sending unemployed men to their 
homes in the east. 


The railroads have been asked to make } 


a $15 rate for any point between here and 
Chicago. A conservative estimate of the 
men discharged by railways, mines, busi- 
ness houses and factories since the silver 
panic started places the number at from 
2,000 to 15,000. It is also estimated 
that Colorado, Utah, Montana and New 
Mexico merchants have countermanded 
orders on New York wholesale houses for 
goods during this time amounting to over 
$12,000,000. 


ON WALL STREET. 


A Feeling of Uncertainty Caused by the 
Witbholding of Names. 

New York, July 20.—The nervous feel- 
ing in Wall street which was so noticeable 
today was said to be due largely to the 
uncertainty regarding the identity of. some 
corporation on behalf of whieh an appliea- 
tion was made in the United States cir- 
cuit court for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, without disclcsing the name of the 
applicant. By direction of Judge Brown 
the papers in accordance with the request 
of counsel on both sides were kept private 
so that the nameg of the embarrassed com- 
pany should not be divulged. This action 
of Judge Brown was vigorously condemned 
in financial circles this morning. It re- 
sulted in the names of several companies 
being suggested as the one concern, and in 
at least one case a serious decline in the 
price of the stock of one of these companies 
resulted therefrom. Prompt denials were, 
of course, made by the officials of the com- 
pany against whom suspicion was thus di- 
rected, but in the absence of precise infor- 
mation as to what company the application 
referred to the rumors were not set at 
rest. Well informed bankers and others 
quickly learned that none of the companies 
mentioned was the one referred to in the 
application. Several bank presidents said 
that the action of Judge Brown was ill- 
advised because it might be the means of 
doing a great injustice to innocent _per- 
sons. 

“For instance,” said one of them, “we 
might, in good faith, today discount a note 
of this mysterious corporation or accept 
some of its checks, only to learn tomorrow, 
too late to protect ourselves, that the com- 
pany was in the hands of a receiver.” 

Sterling exchange was .weak and lower 
this morning, the quoted rates being 482 1-2 
to 4841-2, and there was some talk heard 
of further imports of gold. The subtreas- 
ury was debtor at the clearing house this 
morning $451,000, of which about $400,- 
OOO was settled in gold. The gubtreasury 
up to midday had exchanged $200,000 in 
currency, mostly fives, tens and twenties, 
for large greenbacks and gold certificates, 
und it was expected that a little more would 
be exchanged later in the day.

I do not think any 
trouble need be anticipated ‘there.: Simi- 
larly, I do not view with alarm the suspen- 
sion of the banks in Denver. They are

was the best thing for them to do under 
the circumstances. The threatened clos- 
ing of the mills in the east I regard as a 
much more serious feature of the present 
situation than the closing of the Denver 
banks.”

LED BY WOMEN. 


The Strikers at Weir City Attack the 
Miners at Work, 


AND A BLOODY BATTLE 18 FOUGHT. 


In Which Winchester Rifles, Pistols 
and Clubs Were Used. 


A VICTORY FOR THE STRIKING MINERS 


Was the Result of the Fight—More Trou- 
ble Is Expscted Today—Arms Be- 
ing Received. 


Weir City, Kan., July 20.—The expected 
crisis has come in the miners strike. Miners 


who are willing to work quietly and peace- 


ably have been attacked by the strikers, 
and blood has been shed. 

The feeling which has been growing more 
aml more bitter for several days culminated 
today in a fierce battle at Clements’s pit, 
twelve miles south of this city. All day 
there were evidences of an approaching 
storm, and the feeling was universal that 
serious trouble was at hand. 

Just before noon a band of 500 of the 
strikers, headed by 100 women, which had 
been marching to the various strip pits, 
reached Clements’s pits and sent in a com- 
mittee to persuade the workiug miners there 
to quit. The miners refused to do this, 
and when the committee reported the en- 
tire body of marchers moved on the work- 
ers to force them out. The strip men were 
ready for them, and when the trespass line 
Was passed, they were fired upon, and a 
general battle ensued, in which Winchester 
rifles, pistols and clubs were used. 

Over one hundred shots were fired, and 
it is nothing short of a miracle that no- 
body was killed. One man was wounded 
in the forehead and in the leg, a boy in the 
foot and one of the women got a bullet 
through her arm. 

None of the wounds are fatal, and it is 
believed that nune of them are dangerous. 
A number on both sides were badly beaten 
up with clubs and clubbed guns. The 
wounded were quickly removed by their 
friends and their names have not been 
learned. 

As the result of the battle the men in 
the strip were routed by the strikers and 
were forced to flee for their lives, pursued 
by the howling mob, which would have 
lynched them had they been caught. - 

The owner of the strip, Clements, Ris 
son and a man named “Big Dick” Reed 
are said to be the ones who did the shooting, 
and they have given themselves up and 
were run out of the county for safe ‘keep- 
ing. ‘ ’ 
The excitement was interse after .the 
shooting, and it was feared matters would 
become worse, but a prominent striker, 
George R. Fulton, made the crowd a speech 
in which he advised them to keep cool and 
counseled peace. It is rumored that a 
quantity of firearms have been received here 
tonight. The excitement continues at a 
high piteh, and further bloodshed now seems 
inevitable, 

Pittsburg, Kan., July 20.—The mmers in 
this vicinity are in a state of excitement 
tonight over the wounding of four of their 
number at Weir City this afternoon. Many 
express the opinion that this is but a starter 
and will result in more bloodshed. That 
they are now wrought up more than at any 
time during the strike is certain, and there 
is no telling what the end will be. 


“MILLS CLOSING. 


Hard Times and the Lack of Orders Assigned 
as the Reason. 

Milton Mills, N. H., July 20.—The agent 
of the Waumbeck Company has issued or- 
ders for the closing of: the mills here for 
three months, as soon as the goods now 
in process of manufacture are finished. The 
reason assigned for this action is a lack of 
orders, except at ruinous prices. This is 
the first time in the history of this company 
that work has been ordered to cease on 
account of the condition of markets, and the 
result of the present action will be a 
serious blow to many employes who are 
dependent upon their earnings in these 
mills for support. 

The First Shut Down in Thirty Years. 


Portland, Me., July 20.—At a directors’ 
meeting today, it was decided to shut down 
the mills of the Westbrook Manufacturing 
Company, makers of ginghams, from Jmy

Leavenworth, Kas.. July 20.—It is ecnrrent 
here, with the railroad officers as authority, 
that one thousand colored men were put on 
the cars at Birmingham. Ala., last night and 
started for Kansas toe take the places of the 
striking miners. It is thought that they will 
go to Pittsburg and from that place be dis. 
tributed to all the affected mines in the 
state. Trouble and perhaps bloodshed will 
undoubtediy follow sueh an attempt. 


No Pardon for Demps«ey- 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 20.—Proceedings to ob- 
tain a pardon for ex-District Master Work- 
man Hugh Dempsey, of the Knights of Labor, 
now confined in the penitentiary for compli- 
city in the Homestead poisoning cases, re- 
ceived a setback today. Patrick J. Gallagher, 
whose retraction of his evidence in court pras 
the basis of the application for De 
pardon, refused to sign or make affidavit to

DREXEL’S WILL PROBATED. 


His Estate Worth $30,000,090—The Way He 
Distributed It. 

Philadelphia, July 20.—The will of the 
late Anthény J. Drexe] was probated this 
morning. According to arrangements made 
at the request of John C. Bullitt, counsel 
for the family, the witnesses to the will as- 
sembled at the Drexel banking house, where 
they were met by Deputy Register of Wills 
Charles Irwin, who brought the will from 
the city hall. Within half an hour the 
proofs and certifications were made and 
the testament formally probated. Peti- 
tions for the probate stated that Anthony 
J. Drexe] died June 30, 1893, at Carlsbad, 
and that the valuation of the personal es- 
tate was $1,000,000 and of the real estate 
$1,000,000. Under the law of Pennsyl- 
vania when the estate exceeds these figures 
it is net imperative that the excess should 
be probated. 

By the wil] Mr. Drexel devises $1,000,- 
000 to the German hospital, at Philadel- 
phia, and $1,000,000 as a fund for the es- 
tablishinent of a public art gallery in 
Philadelphia. His books, pictures and 
works of art are given to the Drexel insti- 
tute. , 

He creates six separate funds of $1,000,- 
OO0U each for the benefit of the six children 
left by his deceased daughters, Mrs. Bid- 
die and Mrs. Paul, each naving ieft- three 
children. He provides fer the acquire 
ment of his estate for the full of ‘The 
Public Ledger after the demise of Mr. 
George W, Childs, in accordance with an 
agreement now in existence, and leaves 
within the discretion of his executors 
whether corporation powers shall be se- 
cured for the control and maimtenancs of 
the Drexel building and of The Pubiic 
Ledger. He iprovides for the continu- 
ance of the Drexel interest in the firm of 
Drexel & Co., Drexel, Morgan & Co., and 
Drexel, Harjes & Co. Mr. Drexel further 
devises. the sum of $500,000 to James W. 
Paul, Jr., his son-in-law, as a token of his 
affection, and he further provides that, in 
case of the death of George W. Childs 
Drexel without leaving issue, there shall 
be given $500, to his widow in order 
that she may be left properly provided for. 

The estate is generally SF Sante to be 
worth $30,000,000, and it will be seen by 
the document itself that fully $8,000,000 
is directly disposed of. The residuary es- 
tate, after the creation of funds referred 
to, is committed to his executors, not one 
of whom shall receive more than $59,000 
for his services, to be changed and revised 
in their discretion and to be divided among 
his surviving children. 

The witnesses to the will proper, which 
was dtafted by Richard S. Dale, were 
Frank T.: Rodgers. William Henry New- 
bold and Arthur E. Newbold. In remem- 
brance of tle servants of the Drexel fam- 
ily and employes of the Drexel banking 
houses sums are left to each. some of the 
gifts reaching $10,000. Mr. Drexel in his 
will makes no reference to the Drexel in- 
etitute beyond giving to that institute his 
hooks, pietures and articles of curiosity. 
During his life-time he contributed to the 
institute nearly $2,000, $600, for 
the building and securities’ for 4ts endow- 
ment, which are now worth $1,300,000. 


‘Jt is belHeved that he intended a further 


endowment, but that he was prevented 
from carrying out his intention by his un- 
timely death. It is understood that his 
surviving children propose to carry out the 
intention that they believe their father had 
of further endowing the Drexel institute 
bv contributing among themselves $1,000,- 
000 to the further endowment of that in- 
stitute. 


THE COSHIER ARRESTED. 


James M. Dowling, of the New Orleans Mint, 
Charged with EmbeZzling. 

New Orleans, July 20.—James M. Dowling, 
cashier of the bocal United Staittes mint in 
this city, was arrested this afternoon, upon 
affidavits sworn to by W. G. Forsyth, an 
operative in the secret service of the gov- 
ernment, charging him with the embezzie- 
ment of $25,000. The accused was arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Wright 
and placed under $10,000 bond. Tihe arrest 
of Cashier Dowling is the outgrowth of a 
fire which took place in the mint on June 
24th. The fire was a very mysterious one, 
the vault, which is an air tight and bur@*ar 
proof compartment, was closed by Dowling 
on Saturday afternoon, and on Monday morn. 
ing when it was opened the discovery was 
made titat theré ‘had been a fire. Nothing 
was materially damaged ‘Sut the cuonteacs cf 
tin boxes containing the currency. The 
bills were charred and burned beyond the 
recognition of any save an expert. The mat- 
ter was telegraphed to Washington and three 
government experts hastened here to make 
an examination of the case. After doing the 
work they parted and submitted their report 
upon wWiich the arrest of Cashier Dowling 
was made. It was said that the evidence in 
the hands of the govenrment is very strong 
and shows fhat the fire was of incendiary

It Was an Accident—The Didn’t-Know- 
It-Was-Loaded Gun Gets in Its

Athens, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—Five 
Forks, a small town near here, was cou- 
siderably stirred up Wednesday evening 
about dark by the accidental killing of one 
of its most popular young men. 

The sudden report of a gun in the home 
of Mr. Faulkuer, of that place, put the 
people on notice that something had hap- 
pened and it was only a few minutes wantil 
it Was announced that Mr. Polk Faulkner 
was dead, having met a most horrible and 
tragic death at the hands of his brother. 

Young Polk Faulkner had been out in 
the country and was just returning home. 
He had walked inte a room in the house

a friend. 

Over in the corner sat an old gun that 
belonged to Jim S*auikner, his brother. 
The gun hadn’t been loaded for three years, 
but it is always the wunioaded gun tuat 
does the mischief. ‘Lhe young man didn’t 
think it was loaded, but it was loaded, and 
that, too, with buckshot. 

Polk b‘aulkner tovk the gun in his hand 
and sa.d, jokingly: “‘Boys, 1 believe 1 will 
kill myselt.”’ ‘hey laughed and so did he. 
tie then started to set the gun away and 
his brother caught hold ef the gun to help 
lower it to the floor. 

Just at that moment a deafening report 

came and Polk Faulkner staggered back to 
the tloor. Vhe full load of buckshot had 
eutered just below the chin and ranged up- 
ward through the brain. Death was aimost 
lnstantuueous, Lhe neck was completely 
broken. 
Lhe family of the young man were horr:- 
fied beyond measure and their grief was 
inconsoiable. ‘The shooting was purely ac- 
cidental and, of course, greatly to be re- 
gretted. 

Mr. Faulkner had a premon:tion of early 
death, for only a few days before the fatal 
accident he told his aunt goodby, telling 
her that he would never see hér again.

STEVE CLAY'S ELOQUENT SPEECH, 


He Addressed the Veterans of Pulaski by In- 
vitation and Captured His Audience. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., July 20.—(Spectal.)—The 
Confederate Veterans’ Association, of Pulas- 
ki county, held its ‘annual reunion at the 
courthouse here today. The association has 
been organized about eighteen months, and 
has a membership of nearly two hundred, 
and is in a most flourishing condition. A 
remarkabie fact about it is that not a single 
meurber jhas died since the organization was 
formed. 

At today’s meeting Hon. A. S& Clay, of 
Marietta, was the guest of honor, and de- 
livered the address. The superior vcourt- 
room was packed when Veteran L. ©. Ryan, 
in a few appropriate, weli-chosen and elo- 
quent words, introduced Mr. Clay. 

The day was oppressively warm, and the 
crowded condition of the room made it any- 
thing but comfortable. but in spite of these 
adverse circumstances Mr. Olay held the 
close, undivided attention of his audience 
throughout his speech, which lasted just a 
little over an hour. He thanked the veterans’ 
association for the pleasure afforded him te 
be with them. 

After briefly, but eloquently speaking of 
the heroism of the men who wore the gray 
on many a hard-fought battletield, be told 
what the coufederate veterans had done for 
the south and for-Georgia since the late un- 
pPleasantness. His remarks were not studied, 
stilted periods, but the outpourings of an 
honest heart intensely Georgian and south- 
ern, and his eloquent, burning words struck 
a responsive chord in every heart and pro- 
voked frequent and loud applause. 

It would be ithpossible to do justice to Mr. 
Clay’s speech if an attempt was made to 
give a synopsis of it. The power and force 
of what he said, and the way in which he 
said it, can be best appreciated by the tm- 
pression he made. He captured Hawkins- 
ville on his arrival, and this morning at the 
courthouse, a goodly portion of. Pulaski and 
representative citizens of Dodge, Dooley, 
Wilcox and Houston counties surrendered to 
him. He was complimented on ali sides, and 
many from neighboring counties expressed the 
hope that they woukl have the pleasure of 
seeing and hearing him in their home coun- 
ties. He made a very strong impression on 
the people by his speech, and this afternoon 
he has been holding quite a reception in the 
office of Judge C. C. Smith. All who are 
thrown with him are charmed with that -ir- 
resistable way he has of treating people. 

While he was not here on a political mis- 
sion, and his speech was in no sense a poli- 
tical one, yet on all sides one hears him 
spoken of as the next governor of Georgia, 
and that the people are for him world with- 
out end. Tonight Mr. Clay dines with 
Griee, president of Pulaski 
veterans’ association.

A DISCOVERY ABOUT THE STATE BANK 


Which Will Create a Sensation in Brung- 
wick—The Sound Banks snd What 
They Are Doing. 


_ Brunswick, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)—It 
is probable that both of the national banks, 
the Iirst and Oglethorpe, will either re- 
open at an early date, or the same stock- 
holders, backed by outside capital, will 
organize two other banks. 

There is a movement on foot among the 
Oglethorpe stockholders to reopen as speed- 
ily as possible, and the indications are they 
will succeed. There are countless rumors 
afloat as to the movements of the First 
National people, but nothing definite has 
eome to light. 

Colonel W. E. Kay, a prominent attor- 
ney and a leading spirit in Brunswick's 
financial affairs, having held, besides other 
numerous responsible offices, the position 
of vice president of the First National and 
president of the Brunswick Savings and 
Trust Company, is now in New York. 
Before leaving, he declined to discuss the 
subject of his visit, but it is generally con- 
ceded that it is in connection with reopen- 
ing the First National. The First National 
is in position to pay out, if the creditors 
are not pushed these hard times, and the 
reorganization scheme will meet with the 
hearty co-operation of every depositor. 

The stockholders of the Oglethorpe realize 
that it is more than probable they will 
be assessed 100 cents on every dollar’s 
worth of stock they own. The majority of 
the stock is owned by capitalists in Savan- 
nah and Baltimore. ‘These men realize that 
Brunswick is a-good town for a legitimate 
banking business, and that, by reopening 
the bank, they will, in course of time, make 
back what they have lost; and under these 
circumstances it is thought with a degree 
of certainty that the bank will either be 
reopened or a new one organized by the 
sume stockholders. 

Gvod News for Depositors. 
ight news comes that will create en-

bank. It is rumored on what is considered 
good authority that any person who has 
held stock in this bank and has transferred 
it to another is still liable for the stock 
unless he gives public notice through the 
press for six months after transfer. Receiv- 
er Brobston was looked for to get his views 
but was spending the night on St. Simon's 
island. One who claims to know banking 
laws, quotes the code of ’82 as authority 
for his statements. Under this law the 
original stockholders of the state and all 
present ones will be liable. The original 
stock was owned by northern capitalists. 
They transferred it without giving notice 
and under this section of the code they are 
liable. One who claims to be on the inside 
stated tonight that the bank would surely 
reopen since this law had been found. He 
gives Receiver Brobston credit for unearth- 
ing the law by persistent and untiring 
search for assets and responsibilities on 
the stockholders. If the bank is reopened 
it will doubtless be the result of Brobston’s 
effort and close work of the matter. No 
depositors or any one interested here were 
aware of this law. The news of it will be 
received with joy. by hundreds of small 
depositors as well as the large, who did 
not expect to realize over 5 per cent. _ 

. Too much credit cannot be given Receiv- 
er Brobston for his untiring efforts in be- 
half of the depositors, and if the bank is 
reopened as 4 result of the discovery of 
the points.of law, the credit will belong 
solely to him. 

Brunswicks two banks—the Merchants’ 
and Traders’ and Savings and Trust Com- 
pany—are doing a gdod business, and their 
statements fecently published show an un- 
usually sound state of affairs. 

The thousands of summer visitors to St. 
Simon’s and Cumberland are dropping 
many dollar§ into the merchants’ cash 
poxes and trade is being livened considera- 
bly. Brunswickians now do their trading 
on almost a strictly cash basis and this 
may be said to be. one good effect, if there 
has been any, of the recent failures.

MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE YESTERDAY 


Dr. Goss and Judge McCurdy Withdraw 
from the Race, and the Primary De- 
clared Off—Now, the Election! 


At the meeting of the DeKalb ‘county 
democratic executive committee held at 
Decatur yesterday Dr. Goss and Judge 
McCurdy, the two candidates for demo- 
cratic endorsement for the legislature to 
fill the unexpired term of Representati¥e 
Steward, Geceased, in the Georgia legisla- 
ture, withdrew from the race and the name 
of Hon. Milton A. Candler was put for- 
ward by the committee as the democratic 
candidate. 

The meeting of the committee was called 
for the purpose of straightening out lhe 
muddle into which the two democratic candi- 
dates fell after the primary that was held 
in the county last Saturday. 

It was claimed that the primary was a 
bungle and it became necessary to have 
a fairer understanding as to the cho-ce of 
the democratic party of the county in the 
selection of a candidate for the legislature 
before the regular election which is to take 
place next Thursday. 

At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee there was eleven districts out of 
the fourteen in the county represented. 
Colonel John S, Candler was in the chair. 

One by one the representatives of all 
the eleven districts came before the com- 
mittee and declared that they were conii- 
dent after investigation that votes had 
been polled jn the primary by men who were 
not democrats and who would not be found 
voting with democrats in the approaching 
election and subsequent elections in the 
county. 

These votes, however, they believed to 
be especially shown up in the Lithonia and 
the Stone Mountain precincts. Here they 
believed irregularities had certainly oc- 
curred in the primary. All precincts in 
the county had voted except two. 

Dr. Goss went before the meeting of the 
committee and said he was satisfied that 
there had been irregularities in the primary 
and for this reason would retire from the 
race. 

Judge McCurdy, the other candidate, was 
represented and it was stated that he, too, 
believed that there had been irregularities 
and would retire from the contest. 

This put a new light on the situation and 
it was decided by the committee, after dis- 
cussing the conditions for several moments, 
to put out another candidate at once with- 
out calling another primary, it being deemed 
too late to have another primary before 
the regular election next Thursday. 

A resolution was therefore adopted call- 
ing the last primary off and nominating 
Hon. Milton A. Candler as the democratic 
candidate for the place in the legislature 
made vacant as mentioned above. 

The committee called upon all democrats 
in the county and voters generally to sup- 
port Mr. Candler in the reguwar election 
and an active campaign will be made in 
his behalf. 

The only opposing candidate is Mr. Mce- 
Guire, the third party candidate. Much 
interest is taken in the campaign of the 
county. 

The Sub-Committees Report. 

Decatur, Ga., July 20.—To the Democrats of 
DeKalb County: The democratic executive 
committee met at the courthouse today to 
declare the result of last Saturday’s primary 
election for a nominee of the democratic party 
to fill the vacancy in the legislature caused 
by the death of Hon. John B. Stewart. After 
a most searching investigation of the returh# 
the committee decided to declare the result 
of the election void. The committee then in 
view of the short time remaining to the party 
to choose a candidate, thought best not to 
call for another nomination, but recommend to 
the democrats of DeKalb county the Hon. 
Milton A. Candler, Sr., as the democratic can- 
didate for representative. The undersigned 
members of said committee were appointed a 
subcommittee to issue an address to the demo- 
cratic voters of the county, explaining the 
reasons of the committee for taking this 
course, 

Upon a careful examination of the returns 
from each of the precincts in the county the 
following state of facts were found to exist. 

Of the total vote appearing on the face of 
the returns Judge J. W. McCurdy received 
448 votes, Dr. J. H. Goss received 441 votes. 

At Edgewood the managers permitted eight 
persons to vote by proxy. The committee 
thought that this fact vitiated these returns 
from that precinct. 

At Stone Mountain quite a large number 
were allowed to vote by proxy. Some other 
irregularities were also found to exist at this 
precinct. This, in the judgment of the com- 
mittee, vitiated the returns of that precinct. 

At Lithonia the polls were closed one hour 
earlier than the time prescribed by the execu- 
tive committee. This vitiated these returns. 

It became evident, therefore, especially in 
view of the closeness of the votes of the two 
candidates that no intelligent expression of 
the voice of the te of the county had been 
reached in the primary. If the committee 
attempted to parse the list and alloW the 
votes of the three above precincts to stand 
as purged it would change the apparent fesult 
of the primary as indicated by the total vote 
above given and the committee was satisfied 
that by no effort of theirs from the returns 
before them could the free will of the people 
be determined. Dr. J. H. Goss was present, 
and he, too, saw the unsatisfactory result of 
the election, and appearing before the com- 
mittee, although recognizing the fact 
that the committee was 
pelled to declare A result, 
would probably be in his favor by a very small 


‘majority, and not wishing to impute any of the 


irregularities of the Stone Mountain precinct 
to his competitor, Judge McCurdy, he re- 
uested the committee to declare the nomina- 
tion off and let a new candidate be put for- 
ward. Immediately following this action on 
Dr. Goss’s part Judge McCurdy, through his 
friends, made the same request. 

The committee felt gratified at the manly 
spirit displayed by these two able, wholesouled 
democrats, and lieving that to take this 
coure would avoid any possible misunderstand- 
ing among the ardent friends of the two can- 
didates and assure the harmony of the party, 
they acted accordingly, and this action of 
the committee {fs most heartily endorsed by 
both Judge McCurdy and Dr. H. Gose. 

Having declared the nomination off and 
there being no candidates in the field, the com- 
mittee hesitated as to what course to pursue. 
To call a mass meeting to make a nomination 
would not meet the approval of the democrats 
of the county; to order a primary would be 
equally unsatisfactory because of the lack of 
time. The committee did not feel desirous of 
appearing as dictating for the party, so, of 
course, they refused to make a nomination, 
but having so great faith in the stanchness 
of DeKalb’s democrats they decided to recom- 
mend some democrat for the vacancy.

Washington, Ga-, July 20.—(Special . )— 
Excitement here for the iast twenty-four 
hours has been at fever heat. ‘imely 
precaution and quick actfon on the part of 
the good citizens of Wilkes has prevented 
bloodshed. While it may have looked 
squally beforehand, there wae no trouble 
of any kind today. = 

The democrats of Washington and Wilkes 
have siept on their arms since yesterday. 
Wednesday evening reports from good au- 
thority from the third party countes of 
McDuftie, Warren, Columbia, Lincoln and 
Talliaferro were to the effect that the thir 
party would come to Washington in such 
numbers as to overpower the democrats 
and ‘take the town in charge. Letters 
from democrats in these counties said that 
unless Wilkes demvucrats acted quickly it 
would be too late; that 500 men from Mc- 
Dutiie, 600 from Columbiu and 700 from 
Warren were en route. Great crowds 
from these counties camped near here last 
night and threats to burn and rock tie towu 
were openly made. 

The democrats began to act at once. 

Late last night it was reported by good 
authority thac forty populists from Lin- 
solu, armed with Winchester rifles, were 
on their way two Washington. ‘Lhe third 
party has been stirring up the negroes and 
tellmg them to be present if they had to 
crawi ald promising that they would be

_ 4Mll of ghese reports caused the good cit- 
izeus of Washiugtun Ww prepure, oelce 
Governor Northen was wired, asking him 
to place the militia in Augusta at che com- 
munud of Sheriff Calloway aud Mayor iLuin- 
dou. ‘Lhe was done. “he irwin Guards, 
Washington's military company, Capiain 
Calloway placed in the armory last night 
and they were by their arms locked up un- 
til this evening at 6 o'clock ready tu act 
ul a momeut’s notice, 

This morning when the third party lead- 
ers begun to arrive in droves they were 
Warhed as faust as they came that if the 
slightest disorderly conduct was engaged 
in ihe democrats would open on them from 
every quarter. There !were po secrets. 
They were openly tekd of the preparations 
muiie, 

At lirst they were inclined to be defiant, 
but soon found that determined men were 
gathered. They began to report: that 500 
troops were locked in the armory and that 
it would be best*to remain quiet. 

By 9 o’clock Jeading members of the third 
party reported to Chief of Police 1. T. Ir- 
ving asking that they be made deputy po- 
lice so as to insure order. Quite a number 
were appointed, among the number being 
some whuv Were armed with Winchesters. 

At 11 o’clock a large crowd, principally 
‘hegroes, gathered at the depot, one-half mile 
from town, to meet Watson. The popu- 
lists had been told that they- could speak 
as much as they pleased, provided they 
would go.out of town one mile to Pope 
park, and have no noise and disturbance 
in the city. 

The train, with severa) extra coaches 
well filled with populists from a distance, 
pulled in at 11 o'clock. Watson walked to 
his carriage looking pale and haggard. He 
had been warned of the reception the pop- 
ulists were receiving. As soon as he 
reached the carriage he gtepped up on the 
wheel and took a seat, tr ling with ex- 
citement, and after two or. three unsuc- 
cessful attempts began to address the 
crowd. He seemed to choke once or twice. 
(He begged and besought his hearers that 
they would do all in their power to preserve 
order. The crowd proceeded to the park. 
Mr. Watson did not come nearer the bus- 
inéss part of the town than the depot. 

About 2,500 persons, two-thirds of whom 
were negroes, heard his speech. 

The democrats, as a body, remained in 
town. A shout on the streets of Washing- 
ton would have caused a riot. Not a 
sound above an ordinary tone of voice was 
heard in the city during the entire day. 

Watson left at 5S o'clock for his home in 
Thomson.

1. The attachment under which the levy 
was made having been sued out by the at- 
torney of the plaintiff in that case, and 
the facts and circumstances showing be- 
yond question that there wa no reason 
to believe that any property was or would 
be within reach of the attaching officer 
except the horse and buggy on which the 
levy was made, and the attorney having 
been present when the levy was made, 
and not having said or done anything to 
forbid or disapprove of the act of the levy- 
ing officer, it is a necessary inference that 
the act of the officer in seizing the partic- 
ular property the result of the attorney’s 
conduct as it would have been if the lat- 
ter had expressly pointed out the property 
and directed the oflicer to seize it under 
the attachment. The levy should, there- 
fore, be treated as having been made by 
direction of the attorney and with authori- 
ty from his client, the property at the time 
of the levy being in the possession of the 
defendant in attachment. 

2. As the property, in fact, belonged, 
not to the defendant in attachment but te 
his daughter, if the attorney knew or had 
reasonable grounds for believing it did be- 
long to her, he was chargeable with notice 
of the daughter’s title, and notice to him 
would be notice to his client. On this 
ground, the client would be liable in an 
action by the daughter for the actual dam- 
ages sustained by her in consequence of 
the levy, and might, in the discretion of 
the jury, be subject also to exemplary or 
punitive damages if either in the act or 
the intention tort was attended with cir- 
cumstances of agzravation. 

3. If the attorney was ignorant of the 
daughter’s title and believed in good faith 
that the title was in the defendant in attach- 
ment, as his possession indicated, and if 
he caused the levy to be dismissed without 
any unreasonable delay upon being inform- 
ed of her title, the client would be liable 
to the daughter for actua] damages only. 

4. Actual damages recoverable for the 
wrongful seizure of- personal property em- 
brace the necessary expenses incurred in 
rega‘ning possession, together with reason- 
able hire for the property during the time 
it was withheld from the owner. A part 
of the expense would be loss of time, if 
any, by the owner in giving necessary per- 
sonal attention to the business. — 

5. Though the court may have committed 
some errors, yet in view of the ev.dence 
and the small amount of the verdict, there 
was no error in denying a new trial.

The manager of Asbury Park, N. 
J., has posted the following warning: 
Notice—Colored people are requested not 
to occupy this. pavilion, by order of James 
A. Bradley. 
It seems that the guests at the hotels 


this season have complained of the pres- 
ence of numerous colored persons at the 
pavillon, and their protest has at last 
been heeded. The beach is private 
property and the owner claims that he 
has the right to exclude all persons who 
are obnoxious to his patrons. 

The incident will cause a good deal of 
discussion because the guests are véry 
largely composed of northern people 
who demand for the negroes in the 
south civil and social rights and privi- 
leges that will place them on an equali- 
ty with the whites. When they stand 
face to face with the question at a 
northern summer resort, these advocates 
of equality display such intense race 
prejudice that the negroes are arbitra- 
rily ruled out and serious troubles may 
ensue. 

The whole business is to be regretted, 
but it shows that human nature is very 
much ‘the same everywhere. When you 
get down to the last analysis the south- 
ern idea of the relations between the 
two races will be found to prevail in 
Maine as well as in Texas. Occasion- 
ally this is emphasized by a lynching in 
the north with a negro at one end of a 
rope and a crowd of white men at the 


other. 


The Goldbugs and Their Movement. 

In the course of an editorial article 
on the financial question, The Pittsburg 
Dispatch says: 

A resumption of the use of silver by the 
nations of the world would by the increased 
demand restore a part of its depreciation of 
late years. ‘The United States cannot do 
it alone, as the experience since 1878 has 
amply demonstrated; but international use, 
on a ratio properly readjusted to the new 
conditions of reproduction, would do so, Such 
a reinforcement of the world’s stock of 
coinage would greatly relieve the present 
international strife, each nation aiming to 
defend its own reserve of gold and to draw 
away the stock of the other. 

We are surprised that a mind which 
has so clear a perception on minor mat- 
ters should not see farther. If The 
Dispatch will study the situation a little 
more closely it will perceive ‘that at this 
time there is really no question as to 
the result of unlimited silver coinage in 
the United States on the markets of the 
world, and no question as to the result 
of an international agreement. 

What bimetallists are now compelled 
to fight is a powerful combination be- 
tween the national banks of the north- 
east aml the class which is described 
by Horace White as having absolute 
control of our fimances—the money lend- 
ers. These elements, whose interests 
are allied where they are not identical, 
are now engaged in an effort to destroy 
silver as a basis of currency and credit. 
It is their purpose to not only keep our 
mints closed to silver, but to demone- 
tize the stock we lave already coined, 
and, by making it redeemable in gold, 


payment ‘to an evidence of debt. 

This purpose will be more than par- 
tially carried out when ‘tthe Sherman 
law is repealed, when the business in- 
terests of the country have reason to be 
lieve, or are put upon notice that its 
repeal is to be unconditional; that the 
pledge of bimetallism in the democrafic 
platform is not to be earried out; and 
that the currency and credits of the 
people are to rest upon the single gold 
standard. This will. amount to the 
most stupendous scheme of contraction 
that the country has ever experienced— 
a contraction of the money basis, a con- 
traction of the currency itself, and a 
collapse of values which, in its severe 
and disastrous results, will be more far- 
reaching than the so-called panic of 
1873. 

Having clear views on some matters, 
our Pittsburg contemporary ought to be 
able to see that these elements—the na- 
tional bankers, the bondholders, and 
money lenders of the northeast—are not 
in favor of bimetallism in any shape or 
form. They are not in favor of an 
independent movement by this govern- 
ment, in which it is sure to be joined 
by France and the Latin union and ultt- 
mately by all the commercial nations 
except England, nor are they in favor 
of an international agreement. They 
are pledged to co-operation now, as 
they have been pledged for twenty 
years, with the bondholding element of 
Europe to destroy silver as the basis of 
currency and credit, and, by making 
gold the sole basis to depreciate the 
value of all staple products and’increasé 
the value of all debts. That is the pro- 
gramme and it will be carried out, un- 
less the democratic party, chosen by ‘the 
people to give them relief, stands firmly 


and the prosperity of the country. 

Our Pittsburg contemporary need not 
imagine that The Constitution is in a 
state of gloom over the threatened ecata- 
clysm. We are of the opinion that the 
cause of bimetallism—which is ‘the peo- 
ple’s cause—will have a much brighter 
outlook when the people themselves 
come ‘to realize the conditions which 
will be precipitated by this new demone- 
tization of silver, but we shrink from 
the possibilities which this experiment 
of gold monometallism involves. We 
dread the immediate effects of this 
harsh process of education on the peo- 
ple. We dread the ultimate effects of 
the wrath of the people on ‘those who 
deliberately refuse to interpose in be- 
half of honesty, and justice, and right. 

Our contemporary will observe ‘that it 
is not denied by those who are entitled 
to speak for the goldolator element That

The upshot of it all is that the na-

The remark of The Pittsburg Dis- 
patch ‘that the United States cannot re- 
monetize silver alone “nas the experi- 
ence since 1878 has amply demonstrat- 
ed,” shows the limitations under which 
the editor labors. Neither the Bland- 
Allison act nor the Sherman law have 
added anything to the world’s stock of 
experience. The first was a compro- 
mise of the people with the money 
lenders, and the second was a compro- 
mise of the money lenders with the sil- 
ver miners, in which 'the people had no 
part or interest. Experience is some- 
thing practical and France has shown 
that ‘one government can maintain the 
market price of silver. She closed her 
minis to avoid the silver that Germany 
proposed to dump upon her at the close 
of a disastrous war, but up to that time, 
had shown what one government can 
do. Since then she has shown how an 
immense, volume of silver currency may 
be kept at a parity with gold by using 
it boldly and constantly as money of 
final payment—money in which debts 
are redeemed.

This 
is a better test of ability than the mere 
accident of being able to employ talent.

The course of Comptroller Eckles in 
this matter cannot be too highly com- 
mended. It will have a beneficial effect 
in restoring confidence in the west and 
elsewhere. 


A Close Shave. 

Recently, Camille Flammarion, the 
noted I'rench astronomer, foretold in a 
series of magazine articles the speedy 
destruction of the world by a comet. 

Within the past few days the new, 
comet now visible has come nearer to 
us than any other comet of modern 
times. It was less 'than 38,000,000 miles 
distant from the earth, the other day, 
when it wheeled about and began to 
travel in another direction. 

The scientists regard this as a close 


think 'that 38,000,000 miles is a safe dis- 
tance. It should be recollected, how- 
ever, that this celestial stranger travels 
at the rate of 3,000,000 miles a day. If 
it had not changed its course it would 
have struck our globe with a dull thud 
next Sunday and there is no telling what 
the result would have been. 

It may be ‘that a comet is not equip- 
ped for destruction, but nobody cares 
to risk a collision. Flammarion may be 
right and the earth may some day be 
destroyed in the manner he points out. 
The astronomers have conflicting theo- 
ries on the subject, and as we know so 
little about the matter everybody will 
feel relieved to learn that the new lumi- 
nary is going away from us. : 


A Sensibie Plan of Relief. 

In another column will be found an 
interesting communication on the sub- 
ject of the jncome tax from Congress- 
man Bryan, of Nebraska. 

Mr. Bryan shows very clearly that 
we must resort to a new tax in order to 
make up ‘the deficiency caused by cut- 
ting down the customs revenue. The 
next point to consider is the matter of 
replacing 'this deficit without any extra- 
ordinary measure. When these things 
are properly considered it will be diffi- 
cult to devise any measure of taxation 
that will spare the incomes of the citi- 
zens. 

Admitting this, the point is to fix tthe 
rate of taxation. ‘The popular idea is 
to begin with large incomes, say of 
$5,000, and increase the rate, and this is 
evidently the idea of Mr. Bryan. But 
we can go back to an earlier era in our 
history. ‘Thomas Jefferson favored this 
plan of taxation. He saw the evils of 
permitting the growth of enormous es- 
tates in Virginia, and wrote an earnest 
letter favoring laws that would dis- 
tribute estates and tax incomes. He 
favored a graded tax, believeing that 
it would be a good thing to make the 
tax heavy enough to discourage the ac- 
cumulation of enormous incomes. Pvi- 
dently, this question is fo come up in 
our national councils, and after all its 
merits and hearings are duly considered 
it is to be hoped that a just income tax 
will become one of our fixed institutions.

Edmund Hudson, the well-known literary 
critic, develops in the current Forum a plan 
for converting the United States army into a 
military training school.

BRYAN ON THE INCOME TAX. 


The Brainy Young Nebraska Congressman 
Argues in Ite Favor. 


From The Omaha World-Herald. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 21.—Editor of The 
World-Herald. Dear Sir: In reply to your 
inquiry would say that the platform upon 
which I was elected commits me to the sup- 
port of an income tax, the plank on that sub- 
ject reading as follows: ‘Believing that 
wealth does not bear its fair share of the ex. 
pense of the federal government, we recom- 
mend that a part of the national revenue be 


raised from an income tax.”’ 

Il have for some years advocated an income 
tax, and in speaking on the tariff during the 
first session of the last congress said: 
“* * * And then 1 wouid coliect another 
part of the revenue from a graduated income 
tax upon the wealth of this country. It is 
conceded by all writers that a tariff upon 
imports operates most heavily upon the poor. 
A graduated iucome tax would fali most heavily 
upon the rich, and thus the two would par- 
tially compensate each other and lessen the 
injustice that might come from either one 
aione.”’ The sentiment was approved by the 
democratic side of the house. 

I am in favor of increasing the rate of tax 
upon the larger incomes. This idea is carried 
out by nearly all the governments which 
utilize the Income tax. Prussia incomes 
under $214 are exempt, and the tax varies 
from about 1-2 of 1 per cent to about 4 per 
cent on high incomes. About 8 per cent of 
the people are subject to the tax. In Italy 
the tax is graduated, running from 13 per 
cent down, with an income of $77.20 exempt. 
In Belgium incomes from buildings are tuxed 
from 5 to 10 per cent. In Austria the tax 
ranges from 8 1-2 to 20 per cent with certain 
incomes exempt. HKugland exempts eutirely 
incomes of $750 and partially those less than 
$2,000. Rate about 2 1-2 per cent. 

I am not wedded to any particular rate, 
and am more interested in the establishmenus 
of the principal than in securing any one de- 
tail. I would suggest, however, for considera. 
tion, a plan something like this—let $2,500 be 
exermpt from the operation of the law. On 
incomes between $2,500 and $5,000 let the tax 
be 1 per cent. On incomes of more than $5,- 
000 and iess than $10,000, 2 per cent. On in- 
comes exceeding $10,000 aud less than $26,000, 
4 r cent on the excess. On incomes from 
$25,000 and under $50,000, 8 per cent on the 
excess and 10 per cent upon all the excess 
over $50,000. 

The collection of the tax is the most diffi- 
cult matter to arrange. Great objection is 
made to the inquirtes necessa when an 
officer assesses the tax, and besides it is an 
unnecessary expense. I find that Prussia had 
recently abandoned the old system of asses- 
sors, and now requires the citizen to file a 
sworn statement of his income with the proper 


officer. 

I believe this to be the best plan. For in. 
stance, the law might require each citizen 
having a taxable income to file a sworn statc- 
ment of the amount of the taxable income, 
and deposit the amount of the tax with some 
designated fiscal officer (the postmaster might 
be commissioned to receive the money.) In 
this way those with incomes under the :mount 
exempted would have no bother or inconve- 
nience at all. and those with incomes above 
the taxable limit could avotd all trouble by 
obeying the law. It might bly be wise 
to eut the rates in two at the beginning, for

Westmoreland, in which he gave Colonel 
Rountree such terrible, scathing abuse 
and the equally warm, caustic card of 
Colonel Rountree in The Coustitution yes- 
terday morning, aroused the interest of 
the entire city and made every one who 
know the two gentlemen, apprehengjve of 
the result. 

Dr. Westmoreland’s card was one of the 
most defaming he has yet written since 
the controversy between himself and Col- 
onel Rountree began. As those who read 
it saw how terrible it was they could see 
no possible chance to avoid trouble be- 
tween the two gentlemen. Especially those 
who know Colonel Rountree and have a 
knowledge of his high, sensitive, gentle- 
manly character, felt sure that he would 
not rest under the declarations made by 
Dr. Westmoreland. 

Peacemakers at Work. 


But when, after reading Dr. Westmore- 
land’s card, the eye of the reader fell upon 
the short, pithy, scalding jetter from Col- 
onel Rountree, all hopes of an amicable 
settlement were dissipated from the minds 
of those who know either of the gentle- 
men. 

Farly in the morning the friends of 
both gentlemen became interested in the 
matter and an attempt to adjust the 
trouble was made. In fact, more than one 
attempt was made to bring about an under- 
standing between Dr. Westmoreland and 
Colonel Rountree, which would prevent the 
shedding of blood. 

Both gentlemen were visited at their of- 
fiees by friends, who requested to be al- 
lowed to intercede and bring about an 
agreement of some kind, but neither Col- 
onei Rountree nor Dr. Westmoreland was 
at all communicative and no good was ac- 
complished. Some of the gentlemen who 
liad visited the two gentlemen then took 
it npon themselves to call upon the mayor 
of the city and the chief.of detectives. To 
these officers of the city the callers stated 
that they. had every reason to be- 
lieve that = serious trouble would 
ensue unless something was done. 

Warrants Sworn Out. 


Mayor Goodwin sent for the chief of de- 
tectives and ivstructed him to look into the 
matter and act as bis information warranted 
him. He was told by all means to prevent 
any contlict between the two. Chief 
Wright at once detailed Captain Crimi to 
Watch Dr. Westmoreland, while he sent 
Detective Cason to look after Colonel Roun- 
tree. The detectives d:d theiv work well— 
so well, indeed, that neither of the gentle- 
men bad any ida that they were being 
shadowed until they were placed under ar- 
rest. While the detectives were watching 
the two men Chief Wright was quietly in- 
vestiguting the case. It did not take him 
long to satisfy himself that trouble was 
emiient and, going before Justice Blood- 
worth he swore out warrants against both 
the doctor and the colonel. These he served 
himself and as he served them he notified 
the gentlemen that they would be under 
vuand until they were wanted before the 
j Captain Crim was 
astructed to remain with Dr. Westmore- 
land and see that he did not indulge in 
any figut with Colenel Rountree, while De- 
tective Loony was placed near Colonei 
Rountree for the same purpose. 

Had the chief been a half hour later 
in serving the warrants he would have 
lost the notoriety of having had a hand in 
the affair. as other parties were just in 
the act of taking out the warrants when 
the arrests were made.

‘The captain 
declared that Dr. Westmoreland was one 
of the most harmless, child-like men in the 
country, and that there was no reason to 
resume that he contemplated doing any 
odily harm. ; 

“The truth is,” said Captain Jackson, 
“there is not a more peaceable, quiet gen- 
tleman in the city than my client, and I 
ask that he be discharged.” 

*“T can’t do that,” said the judge, “‘with- 
out an investigation. Here is the warrant 
and I shall have to require Dr. ‘Westmore- 
land to keep the peace until you show me 
that there is no foundation for this war- 
rant.”’ 

“Well, what bond will your honor re- 
quire?” asked Captain Jackson.

Colonel. Rountree will be Judge Blood- 
worth’s guest at 5:30 o'clock. 
They Return to Their Offices. 

After leaving the courtroom Ur. Westmre- 
land went to his olfice and Colonel Rountree 
went to his office from which the servant 
was just removing the remnants of the 
excellent dinner the barrister had consum- 
ed before going to the courthouse. 

During the afternoon Dr. Westmoreland 
made two or three professional calls, all 
the time accompanied by his guard. As the 
doctor moved about the streets the guard 
was with him and the conrtast between 
the two was observed only by those who 
kaew the story of the doctor’s arrest. More 
than one friend stopped him on the street 
to tender kind words and express the hope 
that the matter would be adjusted, but 
to none of these did the doctor talk rela- 
tive to the trouble. Late in the afternoon 
the doctor, accompanied by a friend or two, 
went out to East Lake for a swim, and it 
was 10 o’clock when they returned. He 
then went to Folsom’s where he and his 
friends enjoyed a good dinner. By 
o'clock he and his guard were on the car 
and bound for the doctor’s residence, where 
he slept last night pleasantly and quietly. 

Colonel Rountree, with his guard, remain- 
ed at his office unfil the day’s work was 
over when he walked over the Pryor street 
erossing to the Kimball. After a change 
in his wearing apparel the colonel made 
himself easy about the rotunda until tea, 
when he and his shadow enjoyed them- 
selves. The colonel was almost constantly 
‘surrounded by a group of friends, all of 
whom wanted to talk about the matter, 
but Colonel Rountree, however, was not 
disposed to talk about it, and it was little 
or no information the people around him 
received. Colonel Rountree is not giving 
to talking about his personal matters and 
his inclination not to talk worried some of 
those who hung around the Kimball seek- 
ing to learn all that is going on. 

In his pleasant room the colonel passed 
the night with his watchman hearing his 
dreams. ; 

Specuiation Abundant. 

There was a great deal of speculation yes- 
terday and last night as to what the two 
gentlemen had done. 

It was asserted that both would have 
been out of the city before tea last even- 
ing had it not been for the arrest. Then 
it was asserted that Dr. Westmoreland 
had no idea of challenging Colonel Roun- 
tree, but was simply awaiting a 
casual meeting when he would take bis 
revenge. 

It was stated, too, that Dr. Westmore- 
land had gone to the Kimball early in the 
morning for the purpose of adjusting the 
matter at onee according to his own ideas, 
but this Dr. Westmoreland and his friends 
deny absoluely and most emphaticaliy. 

It can, bowever, be stated on the best 
authority. that Dr. Westmoreland wrote 
Colonel Rountree yesterday morning, but 
when questioned about sending a letter to 
Colonel Rountree, Dr. Westmoreland said 
most emphatically that he had done poith- 
ing of the kind. Colonel Rountree also 
denied having received a letter from the 
doctor. 

Did a Letter Pass? 

The letter, it is said, was a simple in- 

; . , 
quiry as to whether or not Colonel Roun- 
tree bad written the card published in 
The Constitution. 

Those who know both gentlemen realize 
that the matter cannot rest where it is. 
They all know that Dr. Westmoreland will 
not rest under the language Colonel Roun- 
tree has used and that he will seek redress 
in some way. 

But both parties are now powerless to 
move or to do anything and they wiil re- 
main in that powerless condition until af- 
ter the investigations by Judge Bloodworth 
this morning and this afternoon. 

As goon as that is over and the gentle- 
men are released there is liable to be some 
trouble unless the matter can be amicably 
arranged. Notwithstanding the denials of 
both Dr. Westmoreland and Colonel Roun- 
tree it is generally believed that at least 
one letter passed between them yester- 
day and that the correspondence was in-

HIS COMPANY BADLY IN THE SOUP. 


Stockholders Are Inquiring for Him, anda 
Warrant for His Arrest Is in the 
Hand ofthe Law—Ali About It. 


Where is Murphy, and what has he done 
with the money? 

The man who can aaswer this question 
is in demand with the twenty-five stock- 
holderg in the Atlanta Provision and Com- 
mission Company, of which N. W. Murphy 
Was general manager and secretary. 

The first chapter of the strange story of 
the rise and fall of the Atlanta Provision 
and Commission Company was given in 
yesterday’s Constitution. The promise is 
freely given that there will be many more 
thrilling chapters of that story yet to come, 
for if signs count for aught warrants for 
the arrest of Mr. Murphy will soon begin 
to fly from the justice éourts in rapid suc- 
cession like unto the downy gnowflakes in 
a sweeping blizzard. 

One of thse warrants has already sallied 
forth, aud the policemen of the city have 
put vom their quizzing glasses for Mr. Mur- 
phy. The warrant was issued at the in- 
stance of Mr. lsaac W. Carr, of the firm 
of Carr & Wyly, general merchandise bro- 
kers, who claims that he turned over to 
Mr. Murphy, manager of the Atlanta Pro- 
vision and Commission Company, a car of 
corn worth $520 on cash sale, and that Mr. 
Murphy sold the same without paying for 
it. He,alleges that the second sale was 
made to Mason & Son, of Decatur, and 
states that the car of corn was removed to 
that place without any payment being 
made. 

The Masons, of Decatur, sent a check to 
Mr. Murphy for the same, which seems to 
be held up in the banks until the question 
is settled as to whom the money ought 
really to go. 

The warrant was issued at the instiga- 
tion of Mr. Carr on a charge of cheating 
and swindling. 

Reports say that several other similar 
charges will be made. ; 

Where Is ir. Murphy? 

If Mr. Murphy had been around his old 
office for the last two or three days he 
would have had many questions to answer. 

There was a meeting of the stockholders 
of the company he so badly managed day 
before yesterday, and there were some 
pretty lively threats made at that meeting 
for forcing Mr. Murphy to show up. 

In the meantime Mr. Murphy seems to 
have taken unto himself a wandering dis- 
position like the thistledown. Whether 
he is still adrift is not known. To tell the 
living truth, very little is known about Mr. 
Murphy. 

Some of his relatives say he is about 
town, but that he is hiding to keep from 
being killed by some of the irate stock- 
holders of the Atlanta Provision and Com- 
mission Company, not that he holds himself 
deserving of such treatment, but from the 
simple fear that they might be tempted by 
the evil inspiration of his satanic majesty 
to commit some rash deed and inflict se- 
rious wounds upon his person. 

However that may be, Mr. Murphy alone 
will have to tell the true inwardness of 
the sensational failure of the Atlanta Pro- 
Vision and Commission Company, and until 
de comes in from the woods the mystery 
of it all may not be solved.

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Thus organized, Mr. Morris was elected 
president of the company and Mr. Murphy, 
who was looked upon as a good business 
man, was made general manager and secre- 
tary. They then went to work, and, ‘if 
all accounts be true, they did a good busi- 
ness. Most of the stockholders are men 
from neighboring towns, though, as can be 
seen from the list, most of the stock was 
held by the few who are known to have 
originated the company. 

A few days ago it was surprising news 
to the business world down Alabama street 
to hear that the Atlanta Provision and Com- 
mission Company had failed. , 

The story was published in The Consti- 
tution at the time, and yesterday that story 
had a sequel in The Constitution in the 
shape of sensational rumors of unfair ma- 
nipulations on the part of the manager, 
Mr. Murphy. 

It was ~ that the stockholders of 
the company from the neighboring towns 
had come to Atlanta for the purpose 0% 
holding a meeting to investigate the actions 
of Mr. Murphy, resulting in the appoint- 
ment of a committee to prosecute the crook- 
ed manipulators, in case there should turn 
up sufficient evidence to warrant the law 
suit. 

Colonel Joseph S. James, the district 
United States attorney, was engaged by 
the committee of stockholders to take charge 
of the case.

Two damage suits were filed in the 
clerk's office yesterday morning against the 
eity of Atlanta for $5,000 each. |

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A Bill to Foreclose a Mortgage Against 
the Georgia Pacific Railroad, 


BY THE CENTRAL TRUST CO. OF N. Y. 


The Amount of the Mortgage Is $14,500,- 
000—The Object Isto Wipe Out All 
Except the First Mortgage Bonds. 


Judge Henry B. Tompkins, as attorney 
for the Central Trust Company of New 
York, filed a very important bill in the 
United States court yesterday. 

The bill seeks to foreclese a heavy rmort- 
gage against the Pacific railway. 

The amount of the mortgage, which will 
stagger the comprehension of the average 
mortal, who is not in the habit of buying 
and selling railroads, is $14,500,000. 

This is for the issue of second mortgage 
bonds, and does not apply to the first 
mortgage bonds, the interest on which, 
as stated in the bill, has always been paid. 

Judge Howell FE. Jackson on last ‘Tues- 
day, the 17th of July, appointed three re- 
ceivers to take charge of the road and to 
see that it was properly operated and man- 


aged. : 

The receivers appointed were Samuel 
Spencer, of New York; F. Ww. Huide- 
koper, of Meadville, Pa., and Rapben Fos- 


ter, of Baltimore, Md. : 

These gentlemen are all prominent 1n rail- 
road circles and are thoroughly familiar 
with all of the duties that will be entailed 
‘upon them by the receivership. The ap- 
pointment by Judge Jackson, who has man- 
ifested throughout a thorough conception 
of the ease, will no doubt gtve very general 
satisfaction. 

The road will be operated as a part of 
the Richmond and Danville system, and 
no change will be made in any of the ac- 
commodations which the public has en- 
joyed. 

The object of the foreclosure, as stated 
in the bill which was filed yesterday morn- 
ing is to wipe out everything except the 
first mortgage bonds, and to simplify the 
congution of affairs by which the railroad 
is encompassed. s 

As the Georgia Pacific line embraces the 
states of Alabama and Mississippi similar 
bills to the one filed yesterday will be filed 
in the federal courts of each of the states 
named. The entire length of the line is 
something in the neighborhood of GOO 
miles and reaches over a long stretch of 
country. 

The foreclosure of the mortgage is a part 
of the reorganization scheme, and simply 
carries out the design of those who are 
interested in its rehabilitation. 

The bill, as filed by Judge Tompkins, is 
a very heavy document, and including the 
exhibits, which cover a lot of space, em- 
braces aS many as a ‘hundred pages of 
type-written legal cap paper. The clerks 
will have a job on their hands when they 
begin to transcribe it on to the minutes of 
the court. 


THE GAM’S BOOKKEEPING, 


An Old Way of Holding Operating Expenses 
Down on the Books. 

Americus, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—There has 
been a good deal of talk the last few days 
over the result of the hearing before Special 
Master Hawkes in the Sam railroaa case, 
Mr. Cooper, general accountant of the com- 
pany, testified to the make-up of the 
construction account of the Montgomery exten- 
sion for the period of time after that part of 
the line was opened for traffic in December, 
1891, covering eleven months from January list 
to December 1, 1892. 

In answer to y magerrorete ws Mr. Cooper testi- 
fled that a certain proportion of the salaries 
of officials and employes was charged to the 
construction account of the Montgomery ex- 
tension, but that there was no set rule for de- 
termining the proportion so charged, nor that 
portion charged to the operating expenses of 
the road. He testified also, that the freights 
on the company’s own material used in 
building the road were charged up to the 
Montgomery extenson construction account, 
aud that this was done to make the operating 
expenses as small as possible; that doubtfu 
matters were charged to the Montgomiery ex- 
tension account, the idea being to charge 
nothing to operating expenses that could be 
avoided; that the amounts thus arbitrarily 
charged to construction account summed up 
$84,532.43, and the amounts charged to the 
same scecount arising from hauling the -com- 
yany’s oWn material summed up $32,244.82. 
That the gross earuings for eleven months of 
1892 were $483,082.50, and the expenses for 
the same time, $339,201.39, making a net 
showing of $143,831.21. 

This did not cover, however, the two items 
above mentioned, amounting to $116,776.95. 
nor did it provide for taxes amounting to 
$22,034.84, which, if deducted from the net 
earnings claimed, would leare a net balance 
of only $5,010.42 for the eleven months. 

Kept Operating Expenses Down. 


Mr. Cooper further testified that there were 
also charged to the Alabama’ construction 
aecount items amounting to $45,289.64, and so 
the constrution account of the old line was 
$25.0537.11 during 1892, the aggregate of which 
$70,826.75, if charged to operating expenses, 
as it was claimed should have been done in- 
stead of to the construction account, would 
have indicated that the Sam road was 
operated at a loss of $65,826.63 for these 
eleven months, besides car trust payments and 
interest on bonds. . « 

In answer to the question ‘Had the amounts 
arbitrarily charged during the eleven months 
of 1892 to the Alabama construction accounts 
been charged to operating expenses would the 
ron have earned opérating expenses?’ Mr. 
Cooper said ‘‘No.”’ and that to show an ex- 
cess of earnings over operating expenses these 
charges had to be made. Among some of the 
numerous items of this disputed class charged 
to construction account, as explained by Mr. 
Cooper, were: Wages of fingman at Jackson 
street crossing, $181: an uncollected claim for 
freight on coal against the old light and 
power company, $156: copy of the criminal 
code of the atate of Alabama: wages of 
. watchman at Flint river bridge and the 
steamboat tied up there, $60 each per month; 
mf Smyth’s stable bill for board of two 
horses, two months’ bill of $60: for wine and 
dinner at Allen house (for excursion from 
Montgomery April 30, 1892; $2.500 interest on 
the bills payable of the railroad company, 
and also various amounts of Interest on car 
trust and engine trust notes. 

With reference to the debt due bv the rail- 
road to the Bank of Americnus—$&76,000—Mr. 
Cooper stated that only $19.000 of this 
amount appeared on the books of the railroad 
company. 


Mr. Wheatley Testifies. 


Receiver T. Wheatley, of the Bank of 
Americus. .testified as to the $76,000 due the 
bank by the railroad company, putting in 
evidence the notes covering this amount. 

Lies Over Until August. 

At noon the court adjourned until Angust 
Ioth, at which time the hearing of the claims 
of general and unpreferred creditors will be 
considered and proofs filed of their debts, if 
desired. About August 20th the arguments of 
counsel beforé Special Master Hawkes will 
begin, covering all points set forth in the 
testimony heretofore taken, just as would be 
done before a jury. These arguments wil! 
probably last several days and will be listened 
to with great interest, as they will contain a 
condensed history of the whole case as seen 
by the two sides to the controversy.

W. H. Moore, an Atlanta Job Printer, 
Is Found at Georgetown, Ky. | 


HE 1S DYING AT THE HOSPITAL THERE. 


Six Weeks Ago He Mys‘eriously Disap- 
peared from Atlanta—Th2 News Sent 
to Acting Chis: Wright. 


Wan¢ering aimlessly through’ the streets 
at a late hour of night, his mind gone and 
he almost dying, William H. Moore, owner 
of the job printing establishment at .90 
South Forsyth street, was found by the 
police in Georgetown, Ky., early Thursday 
morning. 

A telegram sent to Acting Chief of Po- 
lice Wright yesterday stating that fact 
solved the mysterions disappearance of 
Moore from this city. Moore is now gaid 
to be i beyond hope in a_ hospital at 
Georgetown, where he was sent by the po- 
lice of that city soon after he fell ‘into 
their hands. Telegrams from that place 
indicate that he will die. 

Yesterday afternoon Chief Wright re- 
ceived word from Chief of Police D. H. 
Sherritt, of Georgetown, that Moore had 
been found there. Where he came from 
or what he was there for was not discoy- 
ered by the officers until several hours 
later. One of the night men found the 
Atlanta man. He was upon the streets 
and seemingly wild. 

The oflicer took charge of him and car- 
ried him to police headquarters. He was 
unable to tell who he was, but the question 
of his identity was solved by the finding in 
his pocket of some letters and his business 
card, which showed that he was W. H. 
Moore, of Atlanta, and was the proprietor 
of a job printing establishment at 90 South 
J’orsyth street. Cards of prominent At- 
lanta business men were also found in his 
pocket. 

After a while Moore revived somewhat 
and told the officers that his name was 
Moore and that he was from Atlanta, but 
stated that he had been sent to the peni- 
tentiary from this state. He was wild 
and irresponsible, and it was plain that un- 
less something was speedily done for him 
he would die. Medical attention was 
given him, and Chief Sherritt notified Act- 
ing Chief of Police Wright of this city. 
As soon as Captain Wrigit received Sher- 
ritt’s message he detailed Detective Crim 
to investigate and find if the man really 
was Moore. 

Detective Crim went to Moore’s place of 
business and there told the news to the 
printers. The news he gave them was the 
tirst they had heard of Moore in six weeks. 
‘They did not know where he had been. 
He suddenly disappeared from the city 
about six weeks ago without first explain- 
ing where he was going, and since that 
time hig associates in business have been 
at a loss to account for him. 

To Mr. George Moore, the engineer at 
the Kimball house, who is a cousin of the 
unfortunate man, Detective Crim showed 
the telegram. Mr. Moore at once tele- 
graphed to the nearest relative of is 
cousin, a brother-in-law, at Danville, Va., 
reuling him to go at once to Georgetown, 


The relatives and business associates of 
Mr. Moore are at a loss to account for his 
strange actions. He has always been re- 
garded as a fine business man and con- 
ducted a prosperous establishment.
